through the whole era of fascism 
and the outbreak of the second 
imperialist war, begun by fascism.

| Holiness with a consistency re- 
quired by the need of all mankind. 


INITZER VICTIMIZED 


Within the church itself the 
forces struggling against the 
monster of fascism were growing. 
But the Holy See oftentimes pre- 
vented the entire Church from 
taking those steps for the pre- 
servation of democracy—and with 
it Catholic religious freedom — 
that were absolutely necessary. 

In latter years, Pope Pius XI 
was weighed down with the ex- 
cessive sorrow of observing Cath- 
olics tortured, persecuted, mur- 
dered by Hitler, fascism. The

DEMOCRACY GAINS IN FRANCE 


And out of these developments 
in the Church come the foremost 
issues confronting the election of 
the new Pope. 

In France, the Catholic Church 
under the guidance of Cardinal 
Verdier of Paris drew closer to the 
democratic state. Whereas in the 
fascist lands the Church was more 
and more losing its ancient rights, 
in democratic France, the Church 
was gaining more freedom. In the 
United States, Cardinal Mundelein 
of Chicago voicing the trepidations 
of the vast majority of the 20,- 
000,000 American Catholics over the 
| growing perils of. fascism, casti- 
‘gated the bestial Hitler and the 
barbarism of anti-Semitism, and 
disassociated the doctrines and or- 
‘ganization of the Church from the 
foul mouthings of Father Coughlin, 
the concealed foe of the true in- 
terests of the Catholic people. 

The eyes of the world now are 
turned on the Sacred College of 
Cardinals in the Vatican where 
next Pope will be elected. 


Of consuming interest is where 
will the next Pope stand in further- 
ing the fondest wish of his pre- 
decessor—peace for the world—and 
in saving the Catholic Church from 
its arch-enemy, the foe of all man- 
kind—warmaking fascism. 

Even the Vatican reporter of the 
Hearst press discussed this ques- 
tion admitting that the dominant 
factor in the election of the next 
Pope was the struggle of pro-fas- 
cist and democratic forces within 
the Conclave, We quote from the 
Hearst Journal- Americans cable 
from the Vatican City: 

“Tradition and the voting 
strength of the Italian contingent 
within the College of Cardinals 
ordinarily would ensure continu- 
ance of the Latin dynasty in the 
Church. 

“Times and the political map of 
Europe have changed. 

“Within the Italian contingent 
there has developed a sharp split 

of opinion for and against fas- 
cism. If its members are unable 
to agree on a candidate, well in- 
formed Vatican sources said, it is 
possible a non-Italian may be 
elected.’ 

It is universally agreed that an 
American cardinal is not likely to 
be elected. that the strug- 
gle of Cardinal Mundelein against 
the fascist beasts has won him ad- 
miration in the Vatican is attested 
to by the same Hearst cable from 

which we previously quoted. 

“Of the Americans, the name 
most frequently heard,” said this 
report, “is that of His Emminence 
George Cardinal Mundelein of 
Chicago, whose fearless stand 
against Nazism gained him the 
sympathy and support of non-Fas- 
cist ts within the Church.”

Sea Tests to 
Begin Monday 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10 (UP) — 
The United States massed the ma- 
Jor part of its navy today in the 
Caribbean Sea for naval maneuvers 
beginning Monday. It was the great - 
est concentration of American sea 
power m history. 

Significantly, the two other great 
world democracies— Great Britain 
and France—will be engaged in 
naval maneuvers at about the same 
time. The British fleet will be in 
the Mediterranean: the French 
Navy will maneuver between Mar- 
seilles and North Africa. 

The United States, maneuvers— 
first since 1924 in the Caribbean, 
which naval strategists believe to be 
the key to the Panama Cana)]—will 
involve 140 ships, including all of 
this country's battleships, 58,000 en- 
listed men, 3,000 officers and 600 
planes. Fighting ships participating 
‘will include 12 heavy battleships, 


nine light cruisers, 60 destroyers, 16 
heavy scouting cruisers, 14 training 
battleships and 12 training destroy- 
ers.

* If the two framed Negro men who were 
80 easily “seized’’ from a Goldsboro, N. C., 
jail are still alive today, it is not the fault of 
the lynch-minded mob which did the unim- 
peded “seizing.” 

The two young men—Kirby Baldwin and 
Floyd Edwards — were taken out, stripped 
and beaten almost to death with clubs. 

Suspiciously—as in most such cases—the 
sheriff offered no resistance. And though 
they trampled upon every constitutional 
right of the Negro Americans, the mob would 
like people to think that it was “gracious” 


for not leaving Baldwin and Edwards dead 
on the spot. 

Thrown into jail, the two victims had had 
no sort of hearing whatever. They were 
charged with “attacking” the town Mayor, 
simply because they did not get off the side- 
walk and let the Mayor and his friends pass. 
This is the extent to which the citizenship 
rights of the Negro are being trampled by 
the reactionary Democrats in the South. 


And it comes out of a lynch atmosphere 
created by such Tory demagogues as Gov. 
O’Daniel of Texas, who reprieves the sen- 
tence of a doomed Negro prisoner “just so 
he can suffer more.” Anti-New Deal Demo- 
crats like Glass and Byrd, who are allied with 
the Northern Tory Republicans, are respon- 
sible for the semi-feudal system in the South 
— 4 makes such un-American erimes pos- 
sible. 


The federal anti-lynching bill should be 
enacted at this session of Congress as the 
number one weapon against such fascist 
brutality. This measure has the support of 
labor and progressives in the South as well 
as of the majority of the entire Southern 
people. 


Simultaneously, this Goldsboro outrage 
shows that something else also is necessary. 
That is, the immediate enforcement of those 
full citizenship rights of the Negro people, 
guaranteed by the 13th, 14th and 15th 
amendments. 


The Lesson 
Of Hainan 


With the seizure of the Chinese island of 
Hainan by the Japanese, the Rome-Berlin- 
Tokio- axis takes another stride forward in 
its war upon the democracies. 

Possession of Hainan gives Japan a stra- 
tegic key to French Indo-China to Singapore 
and the Dutch East Indies. Only 700 miles 
from the Philippines, the island, in the hands 
of the Japanese, now becomes a direct threat 
to the United States, too. 

Japan had promised that it would take no 
step against Hainan without first consulting 
France, whose interests would be most im- 
mediately menaced by such a move. What 
then suddenly emboldened the Japanese war 
lords to break this promise? The answer is 
to be found in the successes of the two other 
axis partners in continuing the encirclement 
of France through the capture of Catalonia. 

Primarily part of the war move on France 
but at the same time an unmistakable threat 
against the United States, the seizure of 
Hainan should bring home a vital lesson to 
every American. This is the need for giving 
full support to the effort of President Roose- 
velt to place the strength and influence of 
this country on the side of demécracy and 
to help halt the war march of fascism before 
it is too late. 


Stumbling Block 
To Unity 


„ A revealing story lies behind the action 
of the A. F. of L. Executive Council in again 
postponing consideration of the request of 
the federal locals of cement workers for a 
national charter. 

The 1934 Convention of the A. F. of L.
